1933, the Uovwmment of the United iSUles will re- 
dsanall War Savings Stamp* at fs oe eaoh. no matter during wbich 

month in I91S thiy were bousrht. They cost less during the early months 
in 1II18 than during the later nionthe because the person who buys earlier 
has loaned his money to the Guvorninent for a longer time ItM it hs buy 
later.

War Savings Stampa, how* 
ever, may be purebaaed for other member of the fkmily, incloding minor 
child ren. 

The money invested in War Savings Stamps ia not a giftt or a dona- 
tion, bnt ia a loan to the Oovemment. It will be ^peld back with a 4 per 

cent compmuid interest. It. because of some serious fmanciul reverses, or 
calamity, it should be necessary to get your money before January 1, 
19S3 yon may do eo by giving ten dav'a notice to any Money Order poat* 
master, in which esse you can get what you paid for the Stamps, with in- 
terest to date of payment. Tbe Stamps are free from all S'.ate and local 
taxes; when registered at the post office they are insured against loss; 
they sre backed by sll the property in tbe United States; thev cannot 
fhll in valne below the price you psy; they are as eonvenient and sn well 

paying an investment as has ever been offered by our Government. 

A detinite (juota of War Savings Stamps has been assigned each 
school district and coummunityi which will be aaaottoead atapdi meat* 
ing on June aSih. The Government of the United States expects all the 
citizens of every school district snd county to subscribe for Its quota and

one I worked In is a fair sample, 
ao I want to .give something of 
tht work there. I am not per- 
mitted to give the sise of the 
bnildiQgr or tbe nnmber of mea 
attending meelioK, as this woi:{d« 
be regarded tn information of 
military imoortaace. I left here 
on Saturday afternoon oa top of 
a motor trnek loaded with sup 
plies and in a drizzling rain. It 
was the coldeet rain I ever felt 
and wiMh 1 reaehed eamp I waa 
like Geo. Frederick. I was 
looking for tbe man who said 
'•Sunny France". Muddy France 
would have a better title st that 
time, because when it rains, it 
is the muddiest mud yon ever 
saw. It has all tbe color of our 
blackest land aad all tbe atiefci- 
088S of our red day with 4 large 
margin to spare, land when it 
"f^efir Hr^ and bakes it is aa hard 
as a^ brick. Of course the Y. 
buiMiags here sre not nsnally as 
well equipped as in the home 
camps. This but has one large 
room with tfie canteen Id one 
end. It has s grapbaphone and 
piano. Pena and paper for writ- 
ing with tables, papera and mag- 
azines and bow tha boya do en- 
joy theae home papers even tho 
th«y are ;i llttU> old. Tbe next 
day after 1 arrived I ssw a big 
bunch of men completely sb- 
sorbed in the funny sheet of 
one of our Sunday papers. I 
went to take a look myaelf and 
was very much diasappoiated to 
find I had soaa Ik oa my hwt 
Sunday in Mt. Varson. Funny 
how childish all m'ea get over 
here. Oa Boaday we had two 
religious services. One of the 
Chaplains preached in the the 
morning and tbe Y. M. C. A 
religious secretary in tha even, 
inf. Tha AaMrieaa Bxpaditioa- 
ary Force is more interested in 
religion than any of you people 
back home are dreaming of. 
There is a man in charge of ath 
letips for the boys, which is great 
source of plessure as well as real 
benefit to thom. Bible

On Anril 3oth the Division 
Secretary sent iqr nc to come in 
to hcadqasTtoia. He took me 
back into his office and told me 
be had a very delicate pr(>(>o8i- 
tion to handle and ask me if I 
would be willing to lake ctiarge 
of a Y. M. 0. A. Tent for cdored 
troops. I tolil him I came over 
here to do anything there was 
to do.

to do it, the matter waa settled 
Wbea I talked fariher.

It up. We tried to get a deuil 
of aoldiers to help but none were 
available. We tried Id hire 
French help but failed, so we 
jnst went after it oorselvee aad 
after fonr days of stake driving, 
rope pigling and ditch digin^r, 
we have it about up and will 
open the Urst of the week. The 
unt win bo pretty well equipped; 
having a canteen, moving pic- 
lures, phonograph and piano and 
so on. I am raalljr Sgnriag on 
haviag a great lime, as soon ss I 
get use to the aeroplanes. Since 
my Paris experience, it makes 
me a little abaky to see. oee and 
they peas ever this camp oen- 
tinually to and from the front 
You have queer feelings when 
those fellows sail awajr towards 
the battle line and yon wonder 
how many of them are coming 
back. Sometioie^j they are ub 
aervatioa phMws and sgain war 
phinaa, earrjing bonha aad aa- 

cbine guns. Vou always wlah 
them success as they go aad 
are ahMiys glad to see them as 
thiy come hack aanally flying 
low. like s bird after a long, 
tireaome journey. Yesterday 1 
aaw a strange one coming. I 
msde sere U waa a Boehe 
and Tixed to run, but a little
